Owen  conducted,  and  it  is  probable  that  a  number  of  locally 
published  pamphlets  belonging  to  section  B  have  escaped 
record.

In  the  BibUography,  Owen's  writings  have  been  arranged 
chronologically  in  order  to  illustrate  his  political  develop- 
ment, a  title-index  being  added  that  easy  reference  may  be 
made  to  new  editions  issued  with  variant  titles.  The  items 
are  numbered  throughout  to  facilitate  cross-reference ; 
the  addition  of  a  letter  to  the  number  (as  144A,  144B,  etc.) 
being  due  to  the  insertion  of  items  after  the  numbering  was 
cast. 
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The  main  sources  of  information  are  acknowledged  on 
page  9.  Special  thanks  for  valuable  assistance  are  due  to 
the  Librarian  of  the  Goldsmiths'  Library  (University  of 
London),  the  Librarian  of  the  British  Library  of  Political 
Science  (University  of  London),  the  Chief  Librarian  of  the 
Manchester  PubUc  Libraries,  and  the  Rev.  Richard  Roberts, 
of  Crouch  End,  who  kindly  allowed  the  use  of  a  MS.  biblio- 
graphy compiled  by  himself.
